World's Deepest Oil Well 
Brought in at 13,700 Feet 
-in the Evangeline Country 


By BRYAN PUTMAN 
Weeks Island, La., April 12 — ' 


(UP)— The world's deepest 
pro 


ducing oil well was gushing black 
gold today from 13,700 feet in the 
earth's bowels. 


The well was brought in amid 


Ihe picturesque Evangeline coun- 
try yesterday by the Shell Oil Com- 
pany after 191 days of actual drill- 
Ing. On a production test, the well 
turned out at a rale of 530 barrels 
a day. 


However, it, will be permilcd to 


produce only 380 barrels a 
day 


under the Louisiana system of pro- 
rationing. 


The site ot this record-shatter- 


ing well is owned by Dr. Charles 
M. Smith, of New Orleans, and the 
83-year-old doctor was on 
hand 


yesterday lo bring 'er in. 
Assisted by State Conservation 


Commissioner Joseph McHugh, he 
gave a hearty tug on Ihc top cock 
wrench which opened the valve on 
the drilling rig's "Christmas tree." 


And Ihe opening of that valve 


did Ihc trick. 
The 
black 
gold 


poured forth through an 11.64 inch 
choke with a tubing pressure of 
2,750 pounds. 
Although exactly 191 days of ac- 


tual drilling were needed to bring 
in the well, the project was 284 
days under way and cost $400,000: 
There were troubles. Fifteen days 
were lost in moving back to re- 
condilion file fuel supply unit No., 
1, 43 days were lost in fishing"; 
oul a stuck drill stem and 23 days 
were losl drilling around unrecov- 
erable remnants left at the bottom 
of the hole. 
'The well was sunk with a ma 
rine drilling rig, brought to the 
location by a dredged canal 
of 


eight feet depth. 
Total 
drilling 
depth was 14,301 feet. However, it 
was plugged back from the lower 
dcplh lo the new producing level 
when engineers failed to find sand 
they had expected.

foot string of seven-inch well cas- 
ings in 11 hours and 45 minutes.

in D. Roosevelt cannot be soft- 
ened by the spoken word," 
the 


president said. "Tributes can only 
emphasize our loss. But those of 
us who have survivel in the seat of 
overnment can pay homage to his 


memory by our deeds." 
Mr .Roosevelt's foreign 
policy, 
le said, "recognized the solemn 
duty of Ihis counlry toward nations 
which have been weakened in the 
death struggle against tyranny."

Mr. Roosevelt's domestic policy,

Earl McFarland, Guadalcanal

(UP)— Earl J. McFarland, con- 
victed rape-slayer of a Washing- 
ton government girl, remained un- 
der heavy guard in ihe Knox coun- 
ly jail here today, as he awaited 
his return to the death cell he fled 
in the nation's capital last week. 


Officials said today that a re- 


moval hearing would be conducted 
Saturday for the 25-year-old for- 
mer Guadalcanal marine who was 
arrested here 
yesterday 
by tht 
FBI as he prepared to board a 
streelcar in downlown Knoxville. 


McFarland, convicled of the Oc- 
tober attack-slrangling of Dorothy 
Berrum, 
18, of Chippewa 
Falls, 


Wis., 
had been sought since he and 


another convicted slayer, Joseph 
B. Medley, escaped the 
ton jail on April 3. 
Washing- 


He readily admitted his identily. 


Unarmed, McFarland offered 
no 
resistance. Government agents de- 
clined to say where they received 
the tip that led to his 'recapture. 


Norman H. McCabe, Knoxville 
FBI head, said his men had been 
keeping a close watch over 
this 
area since the youth's escape. 
"McFarland was brought -p in 
Mascot, Tenn., near here," 
Mc- 


Cabe said, "and we figured that 
it was quite possible that he might 
come down this way. 
However, 
there is no indication that he has 
been to see his folks in Mascot." 


When taken he wore a blue suit,

OPA said today that reta.il prices 
for new cameras, projectors, 
en- 


largers and most photographic ac- 
cessories would be increased by 8 
to 10 per cent over prewar levels, 
plus the excise lax of about 18 per 
cent. 
The price increase will 
result 


from a newly announced order per- 
miting a 14 per cent price 
in- 
crease by manufacturers to offset 
greater labor and materials costs, 
the agency said. 
- • 
The excise tax is levied against 
the manufacturers but OPA said 
the public would have to pay it. 
Before the war, it said, the tax 
was about six cents on a dollar 
but now it is about 18 cents.

Earl McFarland, Guadalcanal

McFarland, convicled of the Oc-

18, of Chippewa 
Falls,

had been sought since he and 


another convicted slayer, Joseph 
B. Medley, escaped the 
ton jail on April 3.

He readily admitted his identily. 


Unarmed, McFarland offered

Government agents de- 
clined to say where they received 
the tip that led to his 'recapture. 


Norman H. McCabe, Knoxville 
FBI head, said his men had been

"McFarland was brought -p in 
Mascot, Tenn., near here,"

Cabe said, "and we figured that 
it was quite possible that he might 
come down this way.

Washington, April 11 — W)— The 


OPA said today that reta.il prices 
for new cameras, projectors, 
en- 


largers and most photographic ac- 
cessories would be increased by 8 
to 10 per cent over prewar levels, 
plus the excise lax of about 18 per 
cent. 
The price increase will 
result 


from a newly announced order per- 
miting a 14 per cent price 
in- 
crease by manufacturers to offset 
greater labor and materials costs, 
the agency said. 
- • 
The excise tax is levied against 
the manufacturers but OPA said 
the public would have to pay it. 
Before the war, it said, the tax 
was about six cents on a dollar 
but now it is about 18 cents.

MOON" . . . "SPEND YOUR VACA-

may be advertisements like those. For 
radur researchers now are sure to turn 
their attention to interplanetary rocket 
flight. No doubt the first attempt will 
be sin ell'ort to reach the moon. 
As 


soon as* radar contact was made with 
the moon from Bel mar, N. J., on Jan- 
uary 10, 1940, rocket enthusiasts began 


to discuss the possibility of sending a 
rocket to the moon. 
Such a rocket 


would have to leave the earth with n 
speed greater than 11 miles a second 
to escape the earth's gravitational pull. 
Perhaps it will use atomic power. 
. 
(2) The flight of .-such a rocket would 


be controlled by radar while astrono- 
mers follow its path on the oscillo- 
graph tube of the radar equipment. Ob- 


, viously it would not be poss.Uc to see 


, i the. rocket in a-telescope. Space is full 
'/ of "meteors wh'ich do not reflect enough 


sunlight to be visible. Obviously, also,' 
no one would travel in that first rocket 


•~- for many reasons, including the danger. 


of collision with one of these meteors. • •• 
Whether passengers might eventually, 
ride in a rocket would depend upon thc_ 
result of many trials. 
; 
(3) It might be decided to let the' 


first rocket crash into the moon. Since 
this would 
destroy tho rocket, the 


decision might also be made to load i 
the rocket 
w i t h ' phosphorus 
bombs, 


which would give off: a tremendous flash- 
of! light at the moment of impact. Such' 
a flash would light up the mountains 
and craters of the region where the; 
rocket landed and we can imagine as-j 
tronomcrs at their big telescopes wait- v 
iing for this flash of light. Perhaps it/' 
.would yi*ld new facts about the moon. I 


(4) At the- 'world's largest observa-' 


tories—the Mt. Palomar 
Observatory, 


with its 200-inch telescope, and Mt. Wil- 
son with its 100-inch telescope—the ex- 
plosion of the rocket would be photo- 
graphed. It must be remembered that 
such telescopes give a view of the moon 
equivalent to what would be detained 
with the unaided eye if the moon were 
less than 50 miles. away. 
The long 


shadows cast by the bomb explosion 
would light up mountain peaks arvj 
craters from new angles and perhary 
give astronomers information of the ut>, 
most value about their structure./'

For 
radur researchers now are sure to turn 
their attention to interplanetary rocket 
flight. No doubt the first attempt will 
be sin ell'ort to reach the moon. 
As 


soon as* radar contact was made with 
the moon from Bel mar, N. J., on Jan- 
uary 10, 1940, rocket enthusiasts began 


to discuss the possibility of sending a 
rocket to the moon. 
Such a rocket 


would have to leave the earth with n 
speed greater than 11 miles a second 
to escape the earth's gravitational pull. 
Perhaps it will use atomic power. 
. 
(2) The flight of .-such a rocket would 


be controlled by radar while astrono- 
mers follow its path on the oscillo- 
graph tube of the radar equipment. Ob- 


, viously it would not be poss.Uc to see 


, i the. rocket in a-telescope. Space is full 
'/ of "meteors wh'ich do not reflect enough 


sunlight to be visible. Obviously, also,' 
no one would travel in that first rocket 


•~- for many reasons, including the danger. 


of collision with one of these meteors. • •• 
Whether passengers might eventually, 
ride in a rocket would depend upon thc_ 
result of many trials. 
; 
(3) It might be decided to let the' 


first rocket crash into the moon. Since 
this would 
destroy tho rocket, the 


decision might also be made to load i 
the rocket 
w i t h ' phosphorus 
bombs, 


which would give off: a tremendous flash- 
of! light at the moment of impact. Such' 
a flash would light up the mountains 
and craters of the region where the; 
rocket landed and we can imagine as-j 
tronomcrs at their big telescopes wait- v 
iing for this flash of light. Perhaps it/' 
.would yi*ld new facts about the moon. I 


(4) At the- 'world's largest observa-' 


tories—the Mt. Palomar 
Observatory, 


with its 200-inch telescope, and Mt. Wil- 
son with its 100-inch telescope—the ex- 
plosion of the rocket would be photo- 
graphed. It must be remembered that 
such telescopes give a view of the moon 
equivalent to what would be detained 
with the unaided eye if the moon were 
less than 50 miles. away. 
The long 


shadows cast by the bomb explosion 
would light up mountain peaks arvj 
craters from new angles and perhary 
give astronomers information of the ut>, 
most value about their structure./'

State Deer 
Trapping Area 
in Howard Co. 


By. PAUL ROSENFIELD 
Little Rock. —(UP)— If a deer 


has a weakness, that weakness is 
for salt. 


And the lads in the know—state 


game and fish commission 
trap- 


pers—report that their deer trans- 
planting 
program works best at 
this time of the year. 


That is because this is the time 


of the year when a deer gets a yen 
for salt to top off a repast 
of 


spring greeneries. So the trappers 
provide him with salt. Of course, 
it's inside a specially built trapp 
made of sapling poles. And before 
he knows it, the deer is on his 
way to take part in the statewide 
conservation 
program 
sponsored 


by the Arkansas Game and Fish 
Commission. 


At the present time, there are 
two trapping areas in Arkansas. 
One is the,Howard County 
doer 


restoration 
project. The other is 


the Sylamore 
ranger district to 
tne Uxark .National forest in Stone 
County. 


'. Completed 
in December. 1941, 
the Howard County area became 
the first federal aid to wild life in 
the state. It encompasses 720 acres 
in the heart of the county game 
refuge. 
And since 
the 
average 
deer can jump seven feet, the re- 
serve is enclosed by four and one- 
half miles of fencing eight 
feet 
high. 


To date, 
commission 
trappers 
have moved 104 deer from the en- 
closure to other areas in Arkan- 
sas closed to deer hunting. 


In 1926, when the federal refuge 


was set up in the Sylamore dis- 
trict, the deer crop was at a low 
ebb. Approximately 37 live 
deer 
existed in the area. But mid-1945 
figures show sone 2,900 Virginia
